London, Aug. 15... 

The prospect ‘ofa “Russian delegation at San 
Francisco at first caused alarm in. London. But 
now plans are being made to defeat the unexpected 
Soviet diplomatic manoeuvre to divide the coun- 
tries of Asia from their Western allies, 

Today, discussion was passing’ by cable between 
London and Washington whether to address on immediate 
message to the Kremlin. The text of this suggested 
telegram—which has not been decided on yot—would tell 
the Soviet leaders that they are welcome to come to San 
Francisco. ‘The purpose of the conference is to sign the 
draft of a Japanese treaty of peace. Drafts have been 
circulated and the Inst date for nations to express their 
opinions was August 18. The Soviet Union would then 
be informed that the San Francisco conference does not 
open opportunities for discussion of the proposals—which 
are already completed and at final conclusion with publica- 
tion of the text of the. second draft tonight.
